Xew York, Aug. 7.—A peaceful end 
of the strike on the Xew York railways 
surface car lines which began 
Friday 
night, was in prospect today. Meetings 
of the union men and of the board of 
directors of the railways company were 
called at 11 o'clock today to consider 
proposals of settlement which already 
had been approved by President Shonts 
of the company and by representatives 
of the Amalgamated 
Association 
of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes 
of America. 
These proposals were de- 
scribed by Mayor Mitchc" as a basis 
for settlement. 
Leaders of both sides 
of the controversy promised to recom- 
mend them for ratification by the di- 
rectors of the company and 
by 
the 
strikers. 


The terms of the proposed settlement 
•were not made public in advance of 
their ratification, but it was reported 
that the demands of the strikers for a 
wage scale of thirty 
to 
thirty-three 
cents an hour were granted, together 
with virtual if not official recognifior> 
of their union, and an agreement 
to 
the men's demand that future differ- 
ences between them and the companv 
ehouid be submiried to arbitration by 
a committee representing the disput- 
ants. 
The supposed terms could not 
be verified owing to the intention of 
the officials concerned to keep 
them 
secret until appro\ed or rejected. 


The main contention of the conduc- 
tors and motormen has been for the 
right to organize without intimidation.

Although no official statement could 
be obtained as to the result it was 
learned from an authoritative source 
that the vote was overwhelmingly in 
favor of a strike.

At the morning session of the annual 
convention of the central district of the 
Missouri Lutheran synod, in session at 
Emniaus Lutheran church, the delegates 
heard the report of Rev. J, N. Bakke, 
director of negro missions in the south. 


Rev. Bakke reported an awakening of 
interest of the Protestant churches gen- 
erally in negro mission work. 
He stated 
that at the present time the Lut.lieran 
church 
is doing mission 
work 
in 
ten 
states of the south. 
During the past 
year ,312 colored people were baptized 
and confirnled and tliat now there are 
over 1,300 communicants. 


He reported that there was an excep- 
tionally good field in Alabama. 
The 
Lutheran church is laying stress on the 
parochial schools, a fact highly appreci- 
ated by the late Booker T. Washington. 
He said that 
the Lutheran 
church 
is 
working in the heart of the so-called 
black belt. 


Further Presentation of Paper. 


The greater part of the morning ses- 
sion was taken up by the further pres- 
entation of the doctrinal paper by Rev. 
H. K. Zorn. 
He said in part: 
"Jesus 
Christ has not given His ministers carte 
blanche with respect to the substances of 
their teaching. 
He has restricted them 
to His word. 
He would have them make 
sure that their doctrines are in accord- 
ance with the scriptures. Therefore, they 
must study 
the scriptures, which 
are 
indeed of themselves clear, but need to 
be studied diligently. 
Christ chastised 
the teachers of His day because they ex- 
pounded the scriptures according to the 
traditions of the fathers instead of in- 
terpreting scripture by scripture. 
Every 
author is his own best interpreter. 
Tho 
Spirit of God, who is the avithor of the 
scriptures, is liimself the best interpreter 
of His words. 
The inevitable result of 
Titerpreting 
according 
to 
tradition 
is 
that one will drift from the source and 
fountain of truth. 
Here is where Luther 
differed from most of his opponents. He 
passed by the fathers and entered the 
scriptures, the real storehouse of truth. 
We refuse to simply repeat what others 
have said. 
We respect their opinions, 
but we apply ourselves to the source of 
truth, the scriptures, and them only."

heat wave. 
An area of high pressure 
continues to send up warmth from the 
south Atlantic, however, and no mark- 
ed drop In temperatures are forecast.

Ohio valley and the upper lake

gion. 


TWO DEAD IN NEW YORK. 


New York, Aug. 7.—^Wlth two persona 
dead and many prostrations during the 
last twelve hours, indications were that 
today would break all 
previous rec- 
ords for excessive humidity. 
Although 
the temperature at 10 a, m. was only 
78, three degrees lower than at 
the 
same hour yesterday, 
the 
humidity 
registered 99 per cent higher than at 
the same hour yesterday and 
within 
one per cent of the highest attained 
any day this year. 


NO RELIEF AT CHICAGO. 


Chicago, 111., Aug. 7.—Little If any 
relief from the present heat wave was 
in sight today, particularly with ref- 
erence to Chicago and immediate ter- 
ritory. 
The only degree of mitigation 
promised by the local forecaster was 
a partly clouded sky, bue even this 
was hailed with a measure of relief In 
view of the discomforts of yesterday, 
when the mercury reached 96.

British reports of the

The British took more 
than 3,100 prisoners.

Several small counter attacks 
by the Germans east of Pozieres last 
nlgrht were repulsed,

During the twenty- 
four hours preceding 10 o'clock 
this 
morning forty-four children died of tho 
disease in the five boroughs of New 
York city and 145 new cases were re- 
ported. 
Since the inception of the epi- 
demic there have been 5,168 cases of 
which number 1,14.3 proved fatal. Three 
new cases were reported in Jersey City 
today. 


An appeal was issued today to per- 
sons who had suffered from infantilo 
paralysis and who have recovered to 
give small quantities of their blood so 
that a serum could be obtained 
and 
administered to those now victims of 
similar attack. 
It was stated that thia 
appeal was made at the request of tho 
department of health and of several 
physicians who are foremost in 
th« 
fight 
against the plague. 
Physlclana 
said that owing to a lack of serum 
with which to make numerous conclu- 
sive tests, its value has not yet been 
fully proved, but indicated that there 
was a possibility that If administered 
early enough It would prevent paral- 
ysis and save the patient from becom- 
ing crippled. 
There has been much dis- 
cussion of this claim and it has been 
questioned by other physicians.

Mr. Hughes' Address. 


In his address to the manufacturera 
Mr. Hughes said in part: 
"It is an aw- 
ful mistake to think of the men through 
whose activity production is possible as 
mere economic units, 
-fhey are human 
beings. 
We are all workingmen in this 
coimtry. 
We are indifferent spheres of 
activity, but we ought to have a sense 
of co-operation so that every man takes 
pride in what he is doing and in doing 
it to the best of his ability because he 
is working alongside of every other man 
for the good of the country. 


"In your welfare work you are but- 
tressing democracy. 
The human factor 
is after all the important factor. 
You 
may destroy your physical plants, your 
physical instrumentals, distribution and 
everything that goes to make up the 
material side of prosperity, but you are 
absolutely hopeless without the human 
factor and in the land of free men the 
man who is at work for a living must 
feel that the country is doing the right 
thing by him. 
He is entitled to be safe 
in his work and every precaution taken 
against every sort of accident that can 
be prevented. 
"• 


"A man is put at work; how can ha 
refuse the job which stands between him 
and starvation? 
It is perfectly idle to 
say in our industrial conditions that the 
man can take or refuse the work accord- 
ing to his idea of the safety appliances 
which may be provided to protect him. 
You have got to protect him. 
No man 
can work in any position where his life, 
limb or his health are subject to 
a n j 
unnecessary risk. 
That is good Ameri- 
canism and that is good business. 


"We are materialists in this country. 
We are all idealists, but the one thing 
that appeals to the workingman is the 
idea that is equal to some job in a first- 
class wav. 


"And "we will get through Avith this 
old 
strife 
between 
labor 
and 
capital. 
Democracy cannot stand it. 
We are not 
laborers and capitalists in tlils country. 
We are fellow citizens." 


Charles E. Hughes, speaking today be- 
fore a gathering of automobile men em- 
ploying thousands of workers, congrat- 
ulated them upon what they had done 
for their workmen, and declared the de- 
mocracy of the United States would not 
stand for a continuance of "this alleged 
strife between capital and labor, and de- 
clared 
that 
the 
American 
workmar 
should not be regafded as a mere eco- 
nomic unit, but as a fellow worker, a 
human being." 


Mr. Hughes' address was impromptu 
and followed a brief speech by J. M. 
Eaton, spokesman for the 
manufactur- 
ers, who outlined the welfare measures 
for employes taken by industrial con- 
cern shere, and suggested that the nom- 
inee indorse a movement locking to the 
formation of a national welfare associa- 
tion of manufacturers, 
ifr. Hughes re- 
garded 
the 
suggestion 
very 
favorably. 


Afew minutes "later :Mr. Hughes spoke 
to a group of suffragists. 
The day was 
hot and the air of the little room where 
he received the manufacturers and suf- 
fragists was almost stifling. 
The nom- 
inee spoke with his wife standing beside 
him. 
Mr. Hughes reiterated in his ad- 
dress to the suffragists his declaration in 
New 
York 
that 
the suffrage 
question 
should be settled speedily by giving the 
vote to women all over the country.

added that he had formed this opinion

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Making Life Worth 
While 


The Sentinel is in receipt of an anonymous letter in which the 
tmter finds fault with things in general and closes with the follow- 
ing: "When I see such conditions I sometimes wonder if life is worth 


.while/' 


The world is full of people who are always complaining that life 
is not worth while. They profess to believe that the preponderance 
of sorrow and labor over joy and achievement makes existence a bur- 
den, instead of a privilege, and find fault with the whole scheme of 
things because of their-own bitterness. Yet, save in the occasional 
cases of the mentally unbalanced or the extremely cowardly, these 
lame persons cling to the very life which they denounce. 


Summed up in a few words the trouble with the average person 
who complains that life is not worth living is that he is not living it 
right. 
Being out of tune himself, he hears everything as discord. 
There are victims of circumstances to whom life is indeed one con- 
tinual round of woe; and even the most fortunate of us find that the 
balance is usually on the wrong side of the ledger, when the sweet 
and bitter are totalled. Biit the right life gains strength and fullness 
by conflict, just as a tree gains fruitfulness by pruning. 


The trouble is that few of us have learned to appreciate life. 
We are like travelers toAA^ard a certain destination-who overlook all 
the joys and opportunities by the way in thinking about the end of 
the journey. We work, most of us, not for the satisfaction of doing 
good work, but for the distant goal of wealth. We study, not for the 
joy of learning, but to get through school. Too many, we fear, use 
their religion, not for the sweetness it might bring into their every- 
day existence, but as a sort of fire insurance for ''eternity." 


We are inclined to overlook the simple fact that we can live but 
one day at a time, and that if we live each today as it ought to be 
lived, we are living a whole life as it ought to be lived. 


By ignoring the vital importance of the now we unconsciously 
place a cheap estimate on all of life. If every individual really felt 
the full worth of each day as it comes along, it is impossible to be- 
lieve that he would deliberately waste it or misuse it. If we fully 
realized that it is impossible to live today again, and that tomorrow 
cannot be lived until it becomes ''today," we should certainly gain 
an appreciation of life that would spur us to getting the full value 
out of every hour. 


Yet men and women go on from day to day squandering time 
in hatred and envy and meanness. They give days out of a life that 
money could not buy from them to the gratification of low desires 
which shorten the precious span. They sacrifice all of the joys of 
friendship, of neighborliness, of sympathy, of love, of sacrifice to their 
fellows, of kindness and courtesy and generosity, in the mad hurry 
to get money or reputation or some less worthy desideratum whose 
value is infinitestimal in comparison wtih life itself. 
They spend 
hours and days and weeks in the chase after pleasures that please 
not, and waste with wantonness the precious leisure that might be 
Bpent in broadening the scope of mind and soul. 


Think a little about what your life is really worth to you. Then 
live it up to the full value. 


President Wilson may have made mistakes, as Mr. Hughes will 
tell his audiences upon his western trip, but no man is infallible. Mr. 
Wilson has handled the delicate problems with credit not only to his 
administration, but to the country. He has accomplished desired re- 
sults without war and he has done it with dignity. We cannot help 
but feel that Mr. Hughes is without a real issue in this campaign. The 
country is prosperous, its people are satisfied, labor is better paid and 
during the present administration real reforms have been accom- 
plished. After all, there is little left for Mr. Hughes to do but criti- 
cise and he should not be too harshly blamed for that. 


President Wilson has the best wishes of the country regardless of 
party affiliations, in his efforts to settle peacefully and without a 
strike the existing difficulties betAveen railroad trainmen and the rail- 
roads.

DISASTER NO LONGER SHOCKS US. 


(Muncie Star.) 


Disaster and horrors have followed one 
another in such rapid succession in the 
last two years that the public interest 
has become dulled to suffering. 
With- 
in the last ten days forest fires have 
been raging only a few hundred miles 
to the north of us. They have destroyed 
unestimated millions of dollars worth of 
property and have taken the lives of 
nearly 500 human beings. 
Yet that ca. 
tastrophe has been almost imnoticed by 
the newspaper readers of the country. 


It is almost incredible that death and 
destruction in such appalling proportions 
could make such a slight impression. The 
number of killed is as great as 
that 
claimed by the 
San 
Francisco 
earth- 
quake. 
The property damage, counting 
the value of the 
hundreds of 
square 
miles of 
timber 
destroyed, 
probably 
would not equal the fire loss in the Cali- 
fornia city, but it is enormous. 
All the 
civilized world was shocked, and help 
poured in from all quarters to the strick- 
en coast city. 


But that was before we had become 
accustomed to reading daily of whole- 
sale 
slaughter 
and destruction. 
The 
tragedy that has been enacted in the 
northern Ontario woods, where several 
villages have been wiped out and hun- 
dreds of settlers have been killed and 
more hundreds have been left homless 
and destitute, has aroused little more in- 
terest than would a similar catastrophe 
in the center of China or some other far 
away land.

The managers of the railroads, as trustees 
for the public, have no right to place this 
burden on the cost of transportation to you 
without a clear mandate from a public tri- 
bunal speaking for you. 


The railroads have proposed the settle- 
ment of this controversy either under the 
existing national arbitration law, or by refer- 
ence to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 
This offer has been refused by the 
employes' representatives. 


Shall a nation-wide strike or an 
investigation under the Gov- 
ernment determine this issue?

Harlow's condition is serious because 
of his advanced age.

He was reported

Staples was brought into police court 
Monday morning charged with assaiilt

battery. 
Prosecutor

asked continuance of the case to ascer-

juries. If the aged man dies the charge 
will be changed to manslaughter, Hoff- 
man said. 
Staples will be tried in two 
weeks. 
He is held under $1,000 bond. 


Staple was arrested Sunday evening 
following the accident. 
He was placed 
imder $300 bond, which ho secured. H.- 
told the police-at first that he ran across 
the tracks and struck Harlow because 
the brakes would not work on his auto- 
mobile. 
Later ho admitted that he was 
sure he could make the crossing ahead 
of the approaching train and so made a 
run for it. 


Harlow apparently became confused. 
Staples told the police, and stepped di- 
rectly in front of his car after Staples 
had succeeded in clearing the tracks. 
Staples engages a part of his time in 
driving a jitney.

SIX PER CENT. TAX 


ON ESTATES PROPOSED 


Washington, Aug. 7.—An amendment 
to the inheritance section of the pend- 
ing revenue bill which would levy a tax 
of six per cent on estates aggregating one 
million or more, was agreed upon today 
by democratic members of the senate fi- 
nance committee. 


As the section now stands the pro- 
posed taxes on other inheritances would 
be. One per cent on estates not in ex- 
cess of $50,000; two per cent on $50,- 
000 to $150,000; three per cent on $150,- 
000 to $250,000; 4 per cent on .$250,000 
to $450,000 and five per cent on $450,000 
to $1,000,000.

IN O r a S E PIANS 


Personnel Increases by thé 
Naval Conferees Comes 
as Surprise. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—National 
defense legislation took a long atrid^ to- 
day toward completion at an early date, 
when conferees on the army appropria- 
tion bill reported a complete agreement 
and the conference committee on the na- 
val appropriation bill reached agreement 
on increased personnel for the navy. 


Agreement on the personnel increase« 
by the naval conferees came as a sur- 
prise, as it had been expected that this 
disputed section of the bill would haye 
to be retiu-ned to the house for further 
consideration. 
Details of the agreement 
were not announced, but a compromiaa 
is said to have been reported ^tween 
the senate and house totals and on the 
methods of promotion. 


Following agreement on personnel th® 
conferees took up consideration of the 
naval construction program. 


It is regarded as probable that the 
senate program for construction of four 
battleships and four battle cruisers in 
1917 will be accepted, but that the 
tliree-year constructing program will be 
eliminated. 


The conferees on the army bill re- 
turned their report today to the articles 
of war exempting retired officers and 
men from the provisions of the military 
code. 
Because the war department ob- 
jected strongly to the amendment the 
conference committee had held up it« 
report for several days after it was com- 
pleted and signed. 
Today Representa-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—An- at<

the senate today by Senator Overman, 
of North Carolina. 
He insisted that th« 
issue should be submitted to the states 
as a constitutional amendment. 


"If this legislation is constitutional'* 
declared the senator, "there will be noth- 
ing left of the rights of states, but ther« 
will be an absolute absorption of th« 
police powers of the forty-eight sover« 
eign commonwealths, and they will be 
no barrier in the way of centralization 
of all power in Washington, to which we 
are now rapidly drifting." 


Senator Overman submitted statistic« 
designed to show some beneficial effect 
upon society of child labor. 
Records for 
1910, he said, showed that only 15 chil- 
dren in 100,000 between 14 and 1® 
years of age in North Carolina were 
committed to jails or workhouses, a» 
compared with 279 in Massachusetts, 
199 in Rhode Island and 122 in Mis-

A complete change in tlie color scheme 
of signal indications will be made on 
the entire Pennsylvania railroad 
sys- 
tem, both east and west of Pittsburg, 
as soon as the necessary materials can 
l)e obtained. 
Ordors for the required 
ni?t.t,erial are now being placed, 
i 
%hite lights arc to be eliminated al- 
together as a signal indication. 
Green 
will replace white for "clear' or "pro- 
fceed," while a bright, distinctive yellow, 
visible at great distances, will be used 
for ''caution." 
Red will 
continue 
to 
mean "stop." 


The elimination of white from the sig- 
' Tiai color scheme has been rendered de- 
sirable by the increasing use of white 
lights of 
various kinds 
in 
buildings, 
driveways, roads and streets close or 
adjacent to the railroad's right-of-way. 


The 
Penn.sylvania 
railroad 
system, 
iowever, was unwilling to proceed witJi 
the change until a yellow glass could bo 
obtained for the "caution" signals which 
•woul& give a bright light at long dis- 
(tances and still would not be liable to 
be mistaken for white, and so confused 
Avith other lights along the line of Iho 
railroad. 
Progress in the art of coloring 
glass, after years (if experiments, has 
resulted in the production of such glass. 
, 
Adoption of tlip now 
signal 
system 
•^vill mean the changing of hundreds ol 
thousands of colored glasses and lenses. 
This will require c-onsidci-able time for 
coini'letinn. ospeoially as slow deliveries 
are t«> l)o expected owing to industri-il 
CM-KlM.ions re:;ulting from tlie Kuropeai;

Brody Principal Galacian 


Gateway in Advance on 
^ 
Lemberg. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—Brcrdj, one 
of the Galician gateways through which 
the troops of the czar are pressing their 
advance upon Lemberg, is the subject of 
the following war geography bulletin is- 
sued today in Washington by the Na- 
tion ueographic society: 


"Only about two miles beyond 
the 
Eussian border, the Galician to\yn of 
Brody is a point of great strategic im- 
portance on the eastern war front be- 
cause it controls an important railway 
line leading from Dubno, 35 miles to the 
northeast, to Lemberg, which is only 62 
miles to the southwest. 


"At the beginning of the world war 
Brody was a thriving commercial cen- 
tén with a population approaching 20,- 
OOO, more than two-thirds of whom were 
Jews. 
Its prosperity 
was checked 
to 
some extent about 40 years ago, when, 
after having enjoyed the privileges of a 
free commercial city 
for exactly 
100 
years, its charter was withdrawn. 


"Less than 
half

century 
before 
Brody was created a town in the 17th 
century it was the scene of an import- 
«nt battle in which the Poles, command- 
ed by their famous Grand Hetmán, Stan- 
islaus Ponieckpolski, defeated a Tartar 
army. 
This was the last battle of 
: Ponieckpolski's distinguished career. For 
a quarter of a century he was at war 
fwith Turks and Swedes, his initiation 
military science being somewhat dis- 
lastrous, for he was captured 
by

f Turks in his first important engagement 
itaaid was held in close confinement for 
p three years at 
Constantinople.

cMs release in 1622 he was placed in com- 
femand of the Polish republic's forces and

"The upper waters of the Styr river 
^forms an irregular arc extending from 
ithe southwest to the north of Brody, be- 
'ing 10 miles distant at its nearest point, 
'.toward the northwest.

;.town of Radziwilow, with a population 
lof about 8,000."

fide bill of particulars, nor have you of- 
fered a single constructive suggestion. 
Blanket Criticism Worthless. 
"Generalities are without value. Blan- 
ket criticism is worthless. 
What We de- 
sire to know, what it is fair that the 
electorate should know, are the exact de- 
tails of your disftgreeitìént with Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
What has he done that 
you would not have done and what has 
he failed to do that you would have done 
or propose to do? 
Honesty and 
pa- 
triotism demand that yôti put yourself 
on record in such manner as to permit 
people to judge you as they are now 
able to judge President 
Wilson.

of 


Street and Electric Railway Employes 
of America, These proposals were de- 
scribed by Mayor Mitchs* is a. basis 
for settlement. Leaders of both sides 
of the controversy promised to recom- 
mend them for ratification by the di- 
rectors" of the company and by the 
strikers. 


The-terms of the propoeefl'settlemerit 


•were not made public .in advance of 
their ratification, but It was reported

MORE SUCCESSES 
ANNOUNCED. 


Petrograd, Aug. 
7.—Further suc- 


cesses for the Russians along: the Se- 
reth and Graberka rivers in northern 
Galicia south of Brody, were announc- 
ed by the war office today. The Rus- 
sians captured strongly fortified po- 
sitions in the region of the villages of 
Zvyjin, Kostiniec and Reniuv. 


New York, Aug. 7.—Today marked 


the beginning of the sixth week of the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis and the 
dally bulletin issued by the health de- 
partment showed that the plague con- 
tinues unabated. During the twenty- 
four hours preceding 10 o'clock this 
morning forty-four children died of the 


4. disease in the five boroughs of New- 


York city and 145 new cases were re- 
ported. Since the inception of the epi- 
demic there have been 5,168 cases of 
which number 1,143 proved fatal. Three 
new cases were reported in Jersey City 
today. 


An appeal was Issued today to per- 


sons who had suffered from infantilo 
paralysis and who have recovered to 
give small quantities of their blood so 
that a serum could be obtained and 
administered to those now victims ot 
similar attack. It was stated that this 
appeal was made at the request of the 
department of health and of several 
physicians who are foremost in the 
fight against the plague. 
Physicians 


said that owing to a lack of serum 
with which to make numerous conclu- 
sive tests, its value has not yet been 
fully proved, but indicated that there 
was a possibility that if administered 
early enough it would prevent paral- 
ysis and save the patient from becom- 
ing crippled. There has been much dis- 
cussion of this claim and it has been 
questioned by other physicians.

The Sentinel is in receipt of an anonymous letter in which the 


tmter finds fault with things in general and closes with the follow- 
ing: "[When I see such conditions I sometimes wonder i£ life is worth 
while." 


The world is full of people who are always complaining that life 


is not -worth while. They profess to believe that the preponderance 
of sorrow and lahor over joy and achievement makes existence a bur- 
den, instead of a privilege, and find fault with the whole scheme of 
things because ,of their own bitterness. Yet, save in the occasional 
cases, of the nientally unbalanced or the extremely cowardly, these 


'Same persons cling to the very life which they denounce. 


Summed up in a few words the trouble with the average person 


who complains that life is not worth living is that he is not living it 
right. Being out of tune himself, he hears everything as discord. 
There are victims of circumstances to whom life is indeed one con- 
tinual round of woe; and even the most fortunate of us find that the 
balance is usually on the wrong side of the ledger, when the sweet 
and bitter are totalled. But the right life gains strength and fullness 
by conflict, just as a tree gains fruitfulness by pruning. 


The trouble is that few of us have learned to appreciate life. 


\Ve are like travelers toward a certain destination who overlook all 
the joys and opportunities by the way in thinking about the end of 
the journey. We work, most of us, not for the satisfaction of doing 
good work, but for the distant goal of wealth. We study, not for the 
joy of learning, but to get through school. Too many, we fear, use 
their religion, not for the sweetness it might bring into their every- 
day existence, but as a sort of fire insurance for "eternity." 


We are inclined to overlook the simple fact that we can live but 


one day at a time, and that if we live each today as it ought to be 
lived, we-are living a whole life as it ought to be lived. 


By ignoring the vital importance of the now we unconsciously 


place a cheap estimate on all of life. If every individual really felt
